In America, many AMERICA FIRSTERS 
will remember Bill Bishop for the fortitude

In Austria, meny, many religious and in- 
tellectuals- will remember Bill Bishop for 
bringing them through iron curtain terri- 
tory to safety; the patriots will remember 
him for his work in that country against the 
communist regime. 

That work is now finished, A few months 
ago he was arrested with sixteen others, 
ironically the same number arrested in the 
infamous AMERICA FIRST trial (no 
charges pressed). But the brutal beatings 
suffered during his last arrést’ (no charges 
pressed), at the hand of the Soviets were 
too much for the tired, exhausted body of 
this deserted patriot. He died of a heart at- 
tack on November 11, 1965, in Austria and 
was laid to rest in the grave of another ina 
foreign land. 

His keen analytical mind, ever abreast of 
the latest developments, was always able to 
see through the camouflage and smokescreen 
of falsehoods, to discern the fundamental un- 
derlying truths. With rare ability, he sought 
every means within his power to avert the 
inevitable catastrophe toward which the 
“powers behind the thrones” were directing 
the affairs of nations. 


He relentlessly, tirelessly and fearlessly 
took up the battle for truth and right and for 
the exposure of trickery and deceit. Here was 
a knowledge and determination that could 
change the course of history. 

Yet this is the man who, through the 
agents of perversion, was banished from the 
country of his birth. The tragedy of his 
banishment was — in still greater degree — 
the tragedy of America, in its loss of this 
stouthearted patriot. 

His dynamic energy and capacity for work 
were well known to his friends, but few of 
them realized the tremendous volume and 
wide scope of his work here in America, All 
he accomplished in Austria is a secret but 
to God. 

Bishop was guilty of being an anti-com- 
munist — his only crime. For those of our 
readers who knew him — and for those who 
did not — we republish a little of the back- 
ground of this truly great man written 
himself as recorded in our issue No.

I was born in Salem, Mass., June 27, 1900, 
and spent the first nine or ten years of my 
life around Boston, Toronto and London. I 
barely remember my American father (a 
mining engineer) and most of my schooling, 
both in these years and later, was with chil- 
dren taught by my mother, (an English 
teacher and governess). The four years prior 
to the first World War my mother and I 
were in cities of France and Switzerland and 
we went to Vienna just before the war, as 
she had been engaged to teach the children 
of an Austrian family. Instead, we were con- 
fined with other Allied prisoners at Saint 
Poltens until the revolution, and it was then 
I first saw Communism in action. I escaped 
in this unsettled period and got back to Eng- 
land but, being without friends or creden- 
tials, I found myself a war-displaced refugee 
in depression-plagued lands where it was a 
crime for anyone not in uniform to be with- 
out police papers. After various border ad- 
ventures, I took the only practical way out 
and enlisted at the Spanish Consulate in Rot- 
terdam and served in the Riff War in North 
Africa, and returned to the U.S. in 1926.

ing into the C.C.C. outfits years ago when 
my warnings went almost unheeded, except 
by those guilty ones who feared to have the 
truth recognized. 

Remember all the headlines in May, 1935, 
when I was first arrested, investigated and 
released? Remember the second time, in 
January, 1940? Remember the third time, 
in July 1940? Then came the war and the 
Communist strategy (of working through 
their agents and fronts on the public pay- 
roll) when those experts in the bureaucratic 
Know-how of by-passing executive and ju- 
dicial officials instigated the hush-hush 
policy, transferring me, and others, on 
kangaroo hop flights from jurisdiction to 
jurisdiction. After my fourth arrest, in 
1942 (an administrative detention without 
indictment or trial) I was shipped to Fort 
Lincoln, North Dakota, and held incommuni- 
cado until U.S. Judge Vogel started to inves- 
tigate and the press reported his determina- 
tion to hold hearings of the “scandal”; then 
early Christmas day, 1943, a double guard 
rushed me out of his jurisdiction to a new 
hide-away-from justice at Kennedy, Texas, 
where I was punished for “illegal” corres- 
pondence with the Attorney General of the 
U.S. (administratively it is a crime to seek 
redress from executive and judicial offices). 
When the “scandal” of my incarceration be- 
came too much for Texas to stand, I was sent 
to New Mexico to the oblivion of a swastika- 
decorated camp and later to the supervision 
ef a Japanese detention center, Then U.S. 
Judge Colin Neblett of New Mexico freed me, 
because my prosecutors could make no valid 
charge against me and, after nine years of 
investigation, had no proof to explain why 
they were holding me. This was December 
1, 1944, but I was secretly arrested as soon 
as I got out of the judge’s sight and spirited 
from the jurisdiction to be again detained 
without bail, indictment or trial; for appar- 
ently the bright administrative minds of the 
Expulsion Section agree with Winchell, Rogge 
& Co, that, because I was a prisoner of the 
(Austrians when the Communists came into 
power, I should now be turned over to our 
co-belligerent behind the iron curtain for 
them to deal with as they please in the light 
of my long fight against them. - 

Remember me and remember others. Re- 
member the Winchell Lie and the familiar 
Communist “Whipping-boy” formula. Re. 
member they have never convicted me of 
any offense against our country’s laws, or- 
@inances or statutes, and only once was 
Rogge able to high-pressure any Grand Jury 
into indicting me. In that famous fiasco pre- 
jude of the later sedition flop prosecutions in 
Washington, the trial jurors found in my 
favor two to one and the charges were dis- 
missed. Four times have federal prosecu- 
tions by Communist-inspired stooges ended 
in my favor, but fellow traveler bureaucrats 
never concede that defeats they do not appeal 
furnish any protection for their victims. 
Thus, in spite of all rules of re-adjudication 
or double-jeopardy, they have gone on, pro- 
ceeding after proceeding, for twelve years, 
@etaining, investigating, and impoverishing 
me, while denying me every civil and con- 
Stitutional right in the book in order to save 
the faces of my more or less pseudonymic ac- 
cuser and persecutors, on or off the public 
payroll. 

Remember that some people judge a man 
by his friends, some by his enemies. I have 
some mighty loyal and fine friends but prob- 
ably you do not know them, so judge me by 
my enemies. I’m really very proud of my 
enemies and quite willing that you judge me 
by what you know of them. I want and ex- 
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Winchellian whipping-boy formula so popular 
With professional witch-hunters whose activi- 
ties prove nothing except the malice and in- 
competence of bureaucratic- minded em- 
ployees in administrative posts who usurp ex- 
ecutive or judicial functions. That formula 
consists of four major steps or ingredients: 
(1) reporting anonymous slanders alleged to 
be from unnamed official sources, (2) at- 
tributing to some usually destitute person a 
controversial quotation lifted from the speech 
of some prominent person who dare not be 
attacked directly, (3) clamoring then to 
have the whipping-boy detained or prosecut- 
ed under some complicated statute and pre- 
ferably at some place so far from the home 
of the accused as to assure the absence of 
any local sympathy with or knowledge of the 
facts of the case, and, (4) claiming credit for 
having exposed conditions, which exist only 
in the hysterical sensation-obsessed minds of 
the witch-hunters. 

By heredity, environment and experience, 
I am convinced that true, American con- 
cepts of social, economic, political and re- 
ligious freedoms are the only practical prin- 
ciples, and the only ones which will attract 
educated people. Whatever our faults, we 
have the best plan and least susceptible of 
abuse systems and this is recognized even 
more by enlightened people of totalitarian 
and purge-ruled countries than in lands 
where double-talking lobbies, factions and 
minorities have not been able to frustrate the 
idea of majority rule, 

Passivism and appeasement are as foreign 
to our American temperament as is tolerance 
of marauding aggressions of foreign directed 
agents. For us to advertise to the world that 
we will not fight for the basic things we be- 
lieve is not only misleading but is a down- 
right lie, the same downright lie promoted 
by maudlin sentimentalists who encouraged 
the Italian, Japanese, and Nazi aggressions 
which we had to curb at a price we could 
have saved, had our will to resist and the 
things for which we would fight been frank- 
ly stated in advance. -

_— At the time Villiam Gerald Bishop 
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he enjoyed its hospitality while laying the 
groundwork for revolution, Eisler was secret 
boss of the Communist Party in the United 
States from 1935 to 1947. : == 

The Immigration Department knew Eisler 
was here illegally, yet made no move to de- 
port this dangerous agent. Louis Budenz, 
former communist, stated that Eisler was 
Stalin’s “head rat’’ in the United States. Af- 
ter defying and insulting our Congressional 
Committee, Eislér was sentenced to a year in 
jail and fined one thousand dollars. His sen- 
tence was never served. Instead he toured 
the country with his wife, proclaiming that 
he was being deprived of his liberty. In May 
1950, while free on bail, and while American 
officials looked the other way, Eisler was al- 
lowed to skip the country on the Polish ship 
“Batory” and became Propaganda Chief of 
Soviet East Germany. 

Contrast this with the inhuman treatment 
accorded William Gerald Bishop who, while 
employed by the United States government 
agencies before the second world war, saw 
those agencies being used to promote com- 
munism, His protests caused him to be 
called to Washington where every effort was 
made to silence him. But Bishop would not 
be silenced. The powerful communist influ- 
ence in the administration at that time de- 
manded that Bishop be taken out of circula- 
tion and thousands of dollars were spent to 
frame and crush him. In court, his crime was 
found to be exactly nothing, yet he was re- 
leased and arrested four times, railroaded in 
leg-irons from place to place to prevent his 
release by courts, beaten and. committed to 
solitary confinement, his health ruined, At 
no time during the many years of his perse- 
cution did Bishop’s courage falter. Like 
Patrick Henry, he chose virtual death to ath- 
eistic communism, 

Other patriots of the New Deal era such 
as Senators Wheeler and Nye and Col. Lind- 
bergh when persecuted, quickly withdrew 
from the political scene. Even many of 
Bishop’s friends deserted him for fear of re- 
tribution. But one courageous American was 
interested in the cause of justice and liberty. 
Senator William Langer exemplified his true 
American spirit by introducing a bill in 
Congress to investigate the Bishop case. But 
it was all in vain — BISHOP HAD TO BE 
SILENCED — and thus in secrecy, under 
cover of darkness, without a trial, he was 
spirited onto a plane destined for Austria 
where he had no status as an American or 
Austrian citizen, and where for 17 years he 
served both God and country, through unre- 
mitting hardship and persecution, deserted 
by all in America except his loyal, devoted 
friend, Conde McGinley, who, until his death, 
assisted him in every way possible, 

These 17 intervening years — years in 
which he held no national identity — were 
filled with fervent labor for God and His 
righteousness on this earth. Ever a practic- 
ing Christian, Bishop’s daily life was actuated 
by patriotic purpose, culminating in active 
as the details of which are known but 
o God, '

Liberal. politics is the art of escalation. 
Escalate both sides of an issue or problem 
until both sides are insupportable and un- 
tenable. Then, arise from the fiasco, as the 
moderate moderator to be hailed as having 
the only feasible solution, 

After getting the followers of both sides 
“way out” without a solution, then be the 
placid, generous martyr and win an election 
with liberal bargaining and coalition 
summitry. 

The bigger the escalation and’ the more 
the flames are fanned, the more certain it 
becomes that a liberal and a liberal solu- 
tion is moderate, acceptable and justified. 
What else? 

How moderate and conservative the lib- 
eral and his solution “appears” depends 
only’on how high the flames were fanned. 

Timing the solution properly with elec- 
tions and campaign propaganda issues, 
with New Deals, Fair Deals, New Frontiers 
and Great Societies, assures all that their 
best interests and welfare is of greatest 
concern even with regard to the previous 
fiasco. 

As soon as the November 1964 election 
was over, the liberals began their usual 
performance of escalation. They pro- 
claimed China the No, 1 enemy and the 
real menace. On February 7, 1965, after 
facing Moscow for eighteen years with a 
50-billion-dollar annual defense budget, we 
were dropping 300 tons of bombs on North 
Viet Nam. This was just eighteen days 
after President Johnson had taken his seat 
in the White House, without mentioning 
Viet Nam. The International “Interdepend- 
ent” Planners had maneuvered him suc- 
cessfully through a quiet election period — 
into an escalating military operation —war- 
fare in Viet Nam. 

Control of the nuclear button was esca- 
lated to a great campaign issue. Who con- 
trols the button? Answer — Candidate 
Johnson. Then, as warfare is escalated to 
a possible 250,000 troops in S.E. Asia 
(equal to another U. S. NATO Force) not 
a single word about the button. 

The plan was to escalate China as the 
enemy to relieve the pressure on Russia 
and thus notify Europe that Russian Com- 
munists and their objectives were more 
acceptable to us — “mellowing.” A plan, 
with the attending propaganda, that backs 
the disarmament program. It also informed 
Europe that NATO was a UN Police and 
Occupation Force and not the Defense 
Force it was thought to be. 

‘By escalating the disagreements in the 
Sino-Soviet axis and making the Chinese 
the “bad” Communists, we could turn our 
active military operations to commitments 
8,000 miles away on the other side of the 
ES through the use of military forces 
in. Viet Nam, we could extend UN influ- 
ence, prestige and controls into the conti- 
nent of. Asia. Lodge was fitted for the job 
as a UN stooge and agent. if 

ao Tse-tung, with his control of 34 of 
lion people, had threatened — a 
s own. This could not be condoned or 
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GEN. EDWIN A. WALKER, dismissed 
from his European command because of 
his famed “pro-blue” troop education pro- 
gram (the low-down on communism to the 
boys) which infuriated the invisible gov- 
ernment.

the ultimate in artifice and submission — 
the Soviet could have demanded and had 
Red China seated ever since 1956, or ear- 
lier, if she and China had agreed on the 
advantage to be gained. There would have 
been nothing to stop its fulfillment had 
Russia made the slightest threat of “walk- 
ing out.” 

However, China is too smart to “walk 
in” without the support or contro] of a 
bloc of votes — other countries. 

The escalating liberal noise about China 
“coming in” has turned now to the roar of 
military operations. We intend to chal- 
lenge her waywardness and inflexible 
position. 

De Gaulle, who evidently has no more 
use for the UN than I do, made the only 
possible move he could make when 
NATO’s usefulness in a “defensive sort of 
way’ had run its course — the recognition 
of Red China — to keep her out or make 
her more acceptable and influential for 
entry. Whether the recognition came as a 
pro or an anti communist move — to get 
her in or keep her out — the effects were 
the same in undercutting the UN — which 
could have been the primary objective in 
either case. 

De Gaulle has virtually ignored the UN 
on several occasions, and the effects of his 
moves, both inside and outside the UN, 
have been devastating. 

In evaluating De Gaulle’s recognition of 
Red China, whatever the reason (and this 
is no defense of his actions), be completely 


‘reminded that the UN is a communist 


organized — communist controlled — U. S. 
supported “Tower,” operating from U.S. 
soil. : 

- De Gaulle’s action was taken against the 
UN or, at the least, against the Soviet-U.S. 
axis. Why he did it, pro or anti, can well 
be considered an entirely different subject. 
The press “forgot” to let you ra on the 
shock, consternation and fumbling in 
Washington and N. Y. City (beyond the 
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the Dominican Republic or Rhodesia. I de 
not support the policies of De Gaulle. T do 
not. expect him to support our policy. 

The UN needed an increased stature and 
more. influence in Asia. It had to present 
a position of military power and a chal- 
lenge to Peiping for two reasons — oné, to 
improve its own stature — well under- 
mined by De Gaulle (Nasser and Sukarno), 
and two, to establish a firmer and stronger 
position in Asia. 

The befuddled and belabored British 
Government — Prime Minister Harold K. 
Wilson says he was following UN dictates 
and desires in his moves against Rhodesia, 
He has proclaimed the legitimate govern- 
ment of Rhodesia “rebels” and has com- 
menced a _ subversive boycott against the 
country (“Rhodesia” is now Britain’s “Mis- 
sissippi’). France has kept her hands off 
—saying, “It is Britain’s internal problem.” 
Not your U.S. Government — it has joined 
Britain in immediate denunciation and boy- 
cott. Kennedy followed the same UN dic- 
tates at Oxford, Mississippi, that Wilson 
is following against the whites of Rhodesia. 

Martin L. K. was needed in Viet Nam to 
get a truce through his friend Mao Tse- 
tung — then, to head Lyndon B, J.’s devel- 
opment program of the Mekong. With all 
his commUNist connections, he is probably 
needed now in Rhodesia. It is fertile 
ground, if not now, certainly soon, for his 
type of activities and his type of “ferti- 
lizer.” I, too, am sure it would be hard for 
“Mississippi,” “Alabama,” Governor Brown 
and Governor Rockefeller to get along 
without him. 

The same U. S. Army that followed him 
to Selma can now be sent to Africa to fight 
for UN control and prestige, as in Asia. Do 
not expect it until things have well deteri- 
orated with infiltration, subversion and 
revolution — as they did’ in Viet Nam for 
at least 7 of the 11 years. 

Next to the UN agent, Henry C. L., Fcan 
think of no one better prepared than 
“Soapy” M. W. for Ambassador and Gen- 
eral Bruce Palmer, of Dominican Republic 
renown, to go into Africa with U.S. Forces, 
according to the military plan released by 
The Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace (headed by Joseph E. Johnson, the 
U. S. Delegate to the Bilderberg Confer- 
ence). The military plan for attacking 
South Africa with 93,000 troops under UN 
control has already been prepared and re- 
leased to the U.S. public. The plan fits the 
event which has come four months later. 
We might begin wondering: when the 
Prime Minister of Rhodesia, Ian Smith, is 
captured, who will try him — the British 
or the UN World Court. 

The overall plan includes escalating the 
events on every continent — with thé UN 
stepping into the breach and saving the 
day with a Police Force. This is called 
GLOBAL CONQUEST.

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THOSE UNSOLVED “BLACKOUTS” 


FACTS: The “power failure’ which oc- 
curred at about 5:00 p.m., 9 November, 
1965 was no accident. All the efforts of 
the official] “investigation committees” to 
prove that it was have failed. In an area 
of approximately 80 square miles in our 
Northeastern states and Canada something 
like 30 million people were made totally 
helpless, no light, heat, transportation. This 
Communist terror tactic failed of its ulti- 
mate goal because the majority of the 
people did not panic, and the police stood 
fast and did their duty. There is every 
reason to believe that the black-out was to 
be accompanied by huge riots under well 
drilled communist leadership. It could have 
been the beginning of the overt “‘take- 
over” of the United States by violence. 

We have reported previously that there 
‘was a rehearsal of this terror tactic in the 
area of Omaha, Nebraska, where a large 
‘area in several states was left powerless 
in the dead of winter for several hours. 
‘Anyone who reads the papers knows there 
was another blackout experienced in the 
Southwest, centered at El Paso, Texas and 
including areas of the United States and 
Mexico. This “happened” a short time 
after the “Big Blackout” described above. 

Five Communist Romanian electrical ex- 
perts inspected United States power plants 
from coast to coast for a whole month in 
the spring of 1964. They traveled as guests 
of the U. S. Government. They found the 
welcome lamp burning brightly every- 
where ... There was one small mishap, 
unnoticed by State Department escorts, to- 
ward the junket’s end. An anti-Commun- 
ist Romanian exile coming within earshot 
while the Deputy Minister was relaxing 
among compatriots detected instantly that 
Comrade Gheorghiu’s spoken Romanian 
gave off a ripe Russian accent. (Rebellion 
in Russia’s Europe: Fact and Fiction, by 
Hal Lehrman, Committee on the Judiciary, 
United States Senate, 1965.) 

Mrs. Mundt, wife of the Senator from 
South Dakota, made the following report 
of her attendance at a Communist Party 
meeting in Denver, Colorado in 1934: “We 
had infiltrated a Communist Party meeting, 
presided over by a professor from the Uni- 
versity of Colorado.” . .. ‘‘We can never 
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hope to take over this country if we have 
48 strong state governments to oppose. We 
must get the states to depend more and 
more upon the federal government for their 
very existence”, said the learned professor. 

He also said: “(Here we have a picture of 
this country controlled by 9 “river author- 
ities”, all of which are dominated by the 
federal government. The T.V.A. is now a 
reality, and some of our party have already 
been planted there. We must have more 
T.V.A.’s, until the nation’s light and power 
is controlled from a central force. We want 
to plant our members in vital spots where, 
at a given signal by merely pushing a but- 
ton or pulling a lever, they can plunge the 
country into darkness and disaster.” 

We suggest that, since the head of the 
Federal Power Commission, a former em- 
ployee of the T.V.A., Mr. Joseph Charles 
Swidler, whose record while at T.V.A. is 
exposed in the Dies Committee Report, 
page 743-744, as “sympathetic” towards 
the communists in T.V.A., he can hardly be 
trusted to make an impartial investigation. 
Yet he it was that headed the investigation 
of the “Big Blackout.” 

Since there is ample proof contained in 

the H.C.U.A. Committee reports, and in the 
F.B.I. records of the communist infiltration 
of the electrical and communications work- 
ers’ big union, we need seek no further for 
tell-tale evidenee that these blackouts are 
not accidental. 
SIGNIFICANCE: The enemy within is get- 
ting bolder and bolder. Those who believe 
there will be-a peaceful take-over and are 
prepared to be Red rather than dead, 
please note this from the November-De- 
cember issue of “Soul”, by Kenneth Goff, 
who defected from the ranks of the Reds 
in 1940: “Two large riots are to occur in 
every city of any size.

About 12 years ago, Mrs. Karl (Mary) 
Mundt, wife of the distinguished Senator 
from South Dakota, wrote an article for 
the National Newsletter of the National 
Federation of Republican Women’s Clubs,.

“ Tf I push this button I can turn off all 
the lights in San Bernardino, and if I push 
THIS one, I can turn off the water in Log 
Angeles.’ 


“Tt was the operator in one of the control 
rooms at Hoover Dam speaking. - 


“ “What would happen if the wrong per- 
son should get in here some time and start 
pushing buttons?’ someone asked. 


“The operator shook his head. ‘The 
wrong person pushing buttons in here could 
play havoc with the entire west coast area,’ 
he replied. ;' 


: “My thoughts went back to a dimly 
lighted, dusty room in Denver in 1934. 


“My husband and I had infiltrated a 
meeting of the Communist Party which was 
presided over by a professor from the Uni- 
versity of Colorado. 


“He was presenting a communist plan 
for seizing control of the government of the 
United States. Several times during the 
evening he repeated the phrase: ‘An in- 
vasion of this country may not be necessary. 
If we play our cards right it can be taken 
from within.’ 


On the wall was a large map of the US, 
but it looked strangely unfamiliar. All the 
boundary lines of the states had been 
erased and the country was divided into 
nine sections controlled by river authorities 
similar to the Tennessee Valley Authority 
(TVA).

: “We must have more Valley Authori- 
ties. There must be an M.V.A, and C.V.A. 
and so on until the nation’s light and power 
1s controlled from a central force.’ 

“‘We are not interested in cheaper 

power for the people. What we want is to 
get our members planted in vital spots 
where at a given signal by merely pushing 
a button or pulling.a lever they can plunge 
the country into darkness and disaster’.”
